SIX HOURS SPENT 
IN SHARPSHOOTING 


- Shelton Dampier, Wound, Defies Arrest, 
but Is Captured. 


‘HELD. THE OFFICERS AT BAY

PAMPIER’S CRIME AND MIS FLIGHT

Va'dosta, Gi., September 30.—(Special.)-- 
Shelton Dampier, the slayer of Sam Purker, 
at Hahira, three weeks ago, was brought 
to the city this evening a prisoncr, hag- 
gard, pale and wounded, 

He was arrested by @ sheriff's posse at 
rocn today, in a little, log house on the 
Berfield place, fcur miles from Hahira. His 
citest came after the mest fearful fusil- 
Inde that has ever ocewrred fn this section 
of the state. 

The pcese fired several hundred shots at 
the desperado, while he returned the fire 
rrobably a hundred t!mé@s, the members of 
the posse keeping themedlves concealed be- 
hind small saplings, and the log hut in 
which the desperado was hiding, kept him 
well fortified. ‘ 

The Pursuit of the ‘Criminal. 

The posse consisted of Deputy Sheriff 
Barney Harrell, Thatcher Smith. his soa 
Bud Smith, Webster Bradford, Higgs Tay- 
lor and Harry Ulmer. Deputy Harrell and 
Bud Smith had tracked Dampier all over 
the couhtry, following him along the river 
far down into Florida and returning close 
behind h'm Tuesday night. They traced 
him to this city then, and lost his trail. 
A clew was found yesterday evening, and 
two posses joined in taking up the search 
for him. At midnight last night they left 
this city and went to the Barfield place, 
where they were certain of finding their 
game, having been informed that he was 
there in hiding in the little house. 

The Building Surrounded. 

They surrounded the building, and about 
dawn this morning they heard a board 
being torn from the inside of the house. 
They supposed that. it was Dampier mak- 
ing a peep hole, through which to survey 
the situation. A Tittle later the door to 
the house opened and a man appeared in it. 
He sat down on the step and began chewing 
cane. The members of the posse watched 
him, and every mon.ent as the day dawned, 
they had a better view of him. They knew 
that he was armed and that it would be 
death to the man who attempted to arrest 
h.m. Dampier finally spied one of the mem- 
bers of the posse, and straightening himself 
up, uttered so that they could hear him an 
outh, adding that he Would die before he 
weld be arrested. ai 

The Battle Begins. 

One member of the posse aimed at his 
shoulder and fired, hoping to wound him 
so that he could not handle his rifie. The 
aim was accurate, and as the report of the 
gun rang out through the woods, the fugi- 
tive wheeled nearly around, slamming the 


| door arid opened a fusillade through the 


crack between the logs. The members of 
the posse fired upon the building in rapid 
succession, and the fusillade was kept up 
for six hours. Deputy Harrell left for 
Hahira telephone here for more help 
and arms, and as he went Dampier fired 
at him eight times. One bullet grazed the 
deputy’s hat. 

Re-Enforcements Come to Hand. 

By noon the other posses from here and 
from Hahira arrived, and then Dampier 
saw that further resistance would be use- 
less. He yelled to Some of them that he 
was ready to surrender, and the door of the 
hut was opened. He cursed out the crowd 
for remaining behind trees after they came 
upon him, but he got in a good talKing hu- 
mor before he reached the city. The wound 
on his shoulder caused him a good deal of 
trouble, and he was weak and pale from it. 

His Wandering Over the Country. 

He stated after his arrest that he had 
been to Savannah a week since the murder 
of Parker, but that the quarantine regula- 
tions were so strict that he could not get 
along well from place to place. He Nas 
been in this city several times since the 
killing, but all efforts to capture him have 
been futile until today. He put up the 
bravest fight imaginable, and the members 
of the posses showed equal determination. 

The Killing of Parker. 

The killing of Parker was itself a thrilling 
story Three years ago Mr. Parker had 
occasion to prosecute Dampler, and suc- 
ceeded in having him sentenced to the 
penitentiary for three years. 

‘'When my time is up,” said he threating- 
ly to Mr. Parker, as: he was led away from 
being sentenced, “I will square up with 
you. So use the time while I am in prison 
to meet your God.” 

It was on a Sunday morning in Hahira, 
after church had been dismissed, when Mr. 
Parker was standing with a group. of 
friends in conversation, that a strange man 
walked up. 

“My time has come,” said he, as he pulled 
down on Mr. Parker, ana began sending 
load after load into his body. 

It was Dampier who had returned from 
the penitentiary to wreak revenge. As he 
saw his victim:fall dead, he retreated, 
keeping the onlookers under the muzzle of 
his revolver, until he had got out of 
reach. Then entering the pine forests he 
disappeared only, to turn up in today’s

THE PLATFORM FAVORS HOME RULE 


Demand Made for Dollar Gas and for 
a Repeal of the Raines 
~ Law. 


New York, September 30.—The democratic 
city convention tonight nominated these 
candidates for officers of Greater New 
York: 

MAYOR—Robert A. Vanwyck, of 
Manhattan. 

COMPTROLLER—Bird 8S. Coler, of 
Brooklyn. 

PRESIDENT OF THE JOUN : .— 
Jacob Ruppert, Jr., of Manhattan 

The ticket had been_agreed upon by the 
Tammany executive committee before the 
convention met and the delegates simply 
ratified the choice of the leaders. The plat- 
form makes no references to the Chicago 
platform, W.*J. Bryan or free silver. lt 
favors home rule and repeal of the Raines 
law and other restrictions on personal lib- 
erty, and demands dollar gus as municipal 
ownership of franchises. The nominations 
evoked disapproval rather than enthusiasm 
in the convention hall. A noticeable feat- 
ure of the elaborate decorations of the con- 
ventton hall, the Grand Central Palace, was 
the absence of the pictures of the old lead- 
ers of the democratic party, which were al- 
ways displayed over the platform at pre- 
vious conventions. 

Trusts are denounced as fatal to the 
prosperity of the people. The public fran- 
chise plank declares we favor municipal 
ownership and municipal control of all mu- 
nicipal franchises. We oppose the granting 
of any publié franchises in perpetuity, We 
oppose the granting or extending of any 
such franchise or the bestowal] of any new 
privilege upon a corporation holding such 
franchise, without adequate compensation. 
The piatform demands that the price of 
gas be reduced to $1 or less per 1,000 feet. 
Capital, the platform declares, should bear 


its full share of burdens of the govern- 


ment, and should deal justly with labor. 
The progress of organized labor, the plat- 
form views with rejoicing; enforcement of 
the labor laws is insisted on, and the ex- 
tension of the law of injunction {n sup- 
press‘on of the struggles of the laboring 
masses, evokes a protest. The platform 
says further: 

“We protest against the punsoment of 
alleged violations of such injunctions upon 
the sentence of a tribunal, that is at once 
the accuser, party and judge, 4nd whieh 
proceeds upon evidence unknown to the 
law as proof of guilt; and we‘demand that 
charges of contempt, not committed in the 


immediate view and presence of the court, 


shall be ‘presented by indictment, tried by 
jury and safeguard by all the securfties pro- 
vided for the protection of innocence 
against unjust co iviction, ’ 

The platform pledges the damocracy to 
improve the schools, provide rapid transit, 
recreating grounds, good roads, bicycle 
paths, small parks and pier gardens. 

On motion of John C. Sheehan the con- 
vention proceeded to make nominations. 
Justice John. H. McCarthy placed in nomi- 
nation for” Mayor Robert A. Vanwvyck. 
There was a big cheer for Vanwyck from 
the body of delegaies, but the cheers from 
the audience were mingled with hisses. 

Ex-Judge Troy. of Brooklyn, seconded 
the nomination. When‘the speaker closed 
there were cries of “Sohmer, Sohmer."’ 
Congressman Sohmer's name was also hail- 
ed with screeches of enthusiasm. 

The demonstration for Vanwyck was con- 
fined to strict organization men, All of the 
boroughs voted for Vanwyeck without any 
hitch other than Mr. Foote’s interruption. 

The announcement that Vanwyck was 
the choice of the conven‘ion was the signal 
for a storm of hisses from a large portion 
of the audience, which it took the band 
to drown, The name of Bird Coler was 
presented for comptroller. Coler’s name 
was received with cheers. There was no 
counter demonstration. Mr. Coler was 
unanimously nomigated. 

Jacob Ruppett, Y., Was unanimougty 
nomina‘ed for pres'dent of the council. 

A committee on notification was appoint- 
ed, John C. Sheehan being chairman. The 
convention adjourned at 11:04 o'clock. 

Robert A. Vanwyck, the candidate for 
mayor, was born in this city forty-nine 
years ago, and his family has been here 
for some two centuries. He was graduated 
from the New York law school in 1872, 
joined Tammany, left it to go into the 
county democracy, then went back to the 
old organization. He was elected to a 
justiceship in the city court in 1889. .Now 
he ig presiding justice of the city court. 
The justice is a member of the Holland 
Society, and of many other social clubs. 
He-is unmarried. 

Bird 8S. Coler. the candidate for comp- 
troller, is a Brooklyn banker. He, it is 
reported, isa free silver man and sup- 
ported Bryan. 

Jacob Ruppert, Jr.. the’ candidate for 
president of the council, was born in this 
city tn 1867, and is a son of Jacob Ruppert, 
thé brewer. He has never ran for office. 
In 1889 he was appointed a colonel on the 
staff of Governor Hill. He ig a member 
of numerous clubs and popular in German 
society.

James Gray, who died this morning, is 
a northerner and has not lived here long 
enough:-to be acclimated.

The man Scahill reported dead from yel- 
low fever tonight is the patient on Gaienne 
e'reet who died last night and as to the 
cause of whose death there was much 
doubt.

It is not in conflict with the Dade 
county plan suggested by my f#iend Cap- 
tain Anderson, because it contempfates the 
employment of an entirely different class of 
convicts. I own a plantation just beyond 
this one, and while I have not enough 
money at command to run it as it should be 
run, I am frank to say that with one sin- 
gle improvement it would be the finest land 
in the state. That improvement is irriga- 
tion. Colonel Howard's farm has plenty of 
water and mine: has not. 

“I have.no financial interest in this mat- 
ter—fn fact, I am not interested in it in any 
way, except as a good citizen, anxious to 
work for the best interests of the state. 
I have no hesitancy in saying, however, 
that on this piece of property can be raised 
the provender for all the inmates now in 
our state institutions. I have heard it said 
that an ox can be raised there for one 
dollar, and I believe it to be true. The 
timber is fine and almost anything can be 
grown with profit. Some little irrigation 
is necessary, but in my travels in the west 
I have learned that irrigation doubles the 
value of property in every instance.”

The Alabama Quarantine. 

There are symptoms that the ridicu- 

lous quarantine regulations of Alabama 


against Atlanta will be somewhat mod-} 


ified. It is certainly time that there 
should be a return to reason and com- 
mon sense among our neighbors across 
the line. We sincerely trust that the 
character of the quarantine was sug- 
gested by hysteria, resulting from fright, 


spite against this city. There | 
are certainly no grounds for the enter- | 
tainment of these feelings by the people 
of Montgomery and Birmingham, and 
yet it seems absurd to suppose that the 
authorities have been too badly fright- 
ened to enact such ‘regulations as the 
wisdom, prudence and exvertence of Sa- 
vannah, .Augusta, Macon. and Bruns- 
wick have put in operation with respect 
to Atlanta. S 

It seems strange that our friends in 
Alabama do not perceive they are’ hurt-’ 
ing themselves and crippling their trade 
unnecessarily by their jron-clad quaran- 
tine, which is not a whit safer than 
would be regulations suggested by ex- 
perience and common sense.’ Only the 
other day, Dr. Sawtelle, representing the 
government, purchased supplies in this 
city for the camp of detention near Mo- 
bile amounting to nearly $8,000. But 
for the panic-breeding quarantine which 
has been ‘established in Montgomery and 
Birmingham,  ffiese supplies, in the na- 
ture of things, would have been pur- 
chased in one or the other of these cities 

But this is only one instance out of 
a thousand. The Alabama quarantine, 
in putting an end to interstate commerce 
in the south, has done untold damage to 
the prosperity of this. section by pros- 
trating trade and paralyzing transpor- 
tation; but the cities which are respon- 
sible for the quarantine will suffer most 
of all. 

The Constitution has no uncharitable 
feelings in this matter. Its criticisms 
of the ironclad quarantine are based as 
much on a lively interest in the welfare 
of the people of Montgomery and Bir- 
mingham, and of all Alabama, as on | 
anything else. We think that the dam- 
age which has been and is still being 
done by the panic-stricken attitude ot 
municipal authorities is wholly and en- 
tirely unnecessary. ‘We know that a 
rigid and safe quarantine can be put in 
operation without a total paralysis ot 
trade, travel and transportation. This 
has been demonstrated in’ former epi- 
demics, and is demonstrated today by 
the regulations adopted by the author- 
ties of Savannah, Augusta, Macon and 
Brunswick, who have large responsibil- 
ities oh their hands in this matter, but 
who algo have experience s£hough to 
know that cool heads are mecessary in 
any crisis where the lives and interests 
of the community aré at stake. 

When the fever was first announced, 
its appearance was so sudden and unex- 
pected that there was some excuse for 
the panic that suggested the Alabama 
quarantine; but since then there has 
beén ample time for the panic to subside, 
and for the authorities of the alarmed 
communities to make such regulations 
as reason and common sense suggests. 
Atlanta is almost as vitally interested in 
preventing the infection from reaching 
its neighbor cities as they are | them- 
selves. This fact was shown most clear- 
ly when the city administration and the 
board of health instituted the precau- 
tionary measures which have since been 
indorsed and complimented by experts 
and investigating committees sent here 
from other cities. 

As matters now stand, it would be 
impessible for a refugee, or a person 
who had been exposed to the infection 
to go from Atlanta into any Alabama 
city or town, even if there were no 
cther quarantine regulations than those 
instituted by this city. No, health cer- 
tificate is issued to any person o has 
been in the infected region within twen- 
ty days. This time limit is fixed by the 
yellow fever experts themselves. Should 
they fix the limit at forty or fifty days. 
the rule would be rigidly observed and 
soperced by the Atldnta authorities,

Financial Hocus Pocus and Qur For- 
eign Debt. 

Mr. A. B. Stickney, president of the 
Chicago Great Western railway, gives 
some interesting facts and makes what 
The Daily Financial News, of New York, 
calls “rather startling statements” con- 
cerning our past financial history. These 
statements occur in an article written 
by Mr. Stickney entitled “Programme of 
National Iinance.’’ 

Since 1860 the, people of this country 
have sold to foreigners more than a bil- 
lion and a half dollars’ worth of mer- 
chandise than we have bought from 
them. Nevertheless, we owe to these 
foreiguers the enormous amount of three 
or four billion dollars. To put the mat- 
ter differently, we have given foreign- 
ers the title to prosperity which, includ- 
ing the debt we owe abroad, is equal to 
the value of four or five thousand mil- 
lions of dollars. For this vast sum we 
have nothing to show, no equivalent of 
any kind whatsoever. 

Mr. Stickney states a fact which The 
Constitution has repeatedly referred to. 
to-wit, that the notion that the govern- 
ment received gold for its war bonds ig 
entirely erroneous. The bonds soid 
abroad, as well as those ‘sold at home, 
were paid for in greenbacks. During 
the war we sold abroad $1,500,000,000 on 
bonds—half the issue—at about 40 or 45 
per cent of their par value, measured in 
gold. Ie has been supposed, even by 
those who had the means of bettering 
their information, that we received: $600,- 
000,000 in gold for these bonds between 
1862 and 1866. But the figures show 
that during the five years ending in 
1867, we exported $282,532,910 more 
gold than we received. What we did 
receive for the bonds net was $54,000,- 
000 of imported merchandise, a matter 
of 8 per cenf onthe par value of the 
bonds. 

Statistics show that between June 30, 
1860, and June 30, 1896, we shipped 
abroad $275,000,000 more gold than we 
received. Between the same dates, we 
sent abroad merchandise, silver (gold 
value), gold and stocks and bonds to the 
amount of $2,724,000,000 in excess of 
our receipts. For this vast amount, we 
have no equivalent of any kind what- 
soever. 

The coupons of the bonds sold to Eng- 
land called for 6 per cent interest at par, 
equal to 15 per cent on the gold cost Ol 
the bonds, 40 cents. Consequently, this 
15 per cent in coupons redeemed Eng- 
land’s debt to this country in six years. 
In other words, England bought $1,500,- 
000,000 of our bonds, paid for them with 
the coupons attached thereto, getting 
possession. of the bonds and the interest 
on, them thereafter for nothing. More- 
over, before the six years expired, our 
government began to pay off the Eng- 
lish holders of these bonds, not at 40 
cents on the dollar (which had been. 
paid for them) but at a premium of 20- 
odd per cent above the par of gold—at a 
premium of more than half the original 
purchase price. 

This sort of hocus-pocus: is called 
financiering in some circles, and those 
who object to it or criticise it are de- 
nounced aS ignoramuses and anarchists. 

To the figures given, Mr. Stickney 
adds the statement that the annual ina- 
come of $90,000,000 obtained from us by 
the foreign holders of these bonds has 
enabled them to get so many more of 
our other securities at a geometric rate 
of increase, coupled with compounded 
interest, that we now have to send 
abroad an annual tribute of $370,000,000 | 
in cash, equal to the value of our whole | 
wheat crop. And all this without dis- | 
charging the principal. 

What is most surprismg is that Mr. 
Stickney does not perceive that the main 
source of the tnouble is the fact that we, 
a debtor nation, have decided that gold 
is the only available capital, and as this 
gold is all held by our creditors and 
their financial agents, we must continue 
to go deeper and deeper in debt. Each

The fever cannot live in 
such a pure atmosphere, and we doubt if 
it would thrive anywhere in the state un- 
less it be in the coast towns. 


Dublin, Ga., Dispatch: We. take little 
stock in the severe criticisms that are 
heaped upon Atlanta for throwing open 


her gates to the yellow fever refugees from 
the gulf cities. We feel quite certain that 
when Atlanta invited the refugees she 
counted on the cost of such a step from a 
financial standpoint, and knew full well 
that many cities would quarantine against 
her. It was dollars and cen‘s against hos- 
pitality for unfortunate brothers and sis- 
ters and, contrary to the opinion enter- 
tained all over the country as to her love 
for money, she sacrificed much business in 
the interest of the terror-stricken refugees. 
Georgians and southern people generally 
ought to feel thankful that they have in 
their midst a great city comparatively im- 
mune from the ravages of epidemics like 
yellow fever, large enough to give quarters 
to any number of refugees that might seek 
safety within its limits, and -big-hearted 
enough to hold out a noble hand of wel- 
come to those who are denied a resting 
place elsewhere. There is a possibility of 
Atianta’s being a distributing point in Geor- 
gia for the germs of yellow jack, yet the 
rest of us should be willing to risk some 
danger for the sake of the thousands who 
are driven from city to city and can find 
a place of refuge only in our state's capital. 


Albany, Ga., Herald: The Herald has 
had no word of criticism for Atlanta for 
opening her gates to the refugees from the 
yellow fever district. 3 We_are only glad 
that Georgia’s capital city was in position 
to give shelter to those who had to flee 
from their homes in three of: our sister 
states and that her people felt inclined to 
welcome them and showed a willingness to 
do the best they 
panic-stricken Mississippians, Alabamians 
and Louisianians had to seek refuge some- 
where, and nearly every city of any con- 
sequence within 5300°miles of them quickly 
quarantined against them. And now every 
city on the south Atlantic and gulf coast, 
and some that are hundreds of miles in- 
land, have quarantined against Atlanta be- 
cause one of the refugees in that city has 
been stricken with the fever. In some in- 
stances it looks like this hasty’ and rigid 

uarantine against Atlanta is prompted by 
jealousy and due more to commercial rea- 
sons than health considerations. People 
lose their heads and do very foolish things 
when they get scared, and that the yellow 
fever scourge is a terrible demoralizer is 
a matter of. history; but there appears to 
be no excuse for the far-fetched, long-dis- 
tance alarm that has been taken by some 
other towns and cities at this imported 
ease reported by the board of health of 
Atlanta. 


Mobile, Ala., Register: Atlanta has faced 
not only the fever and the panic and over- 
come both, but is now facing the quaran- 
tine that has come as the reward of its 
unselfishness and bravery. Alabama has 
declared that no person from that city 
shall enter this state. This is most serious 
for Atlanta’s business interests, meaning a 
direct loss of trade. But that city stands 
true to its original intention of proving first 
that it is in no danger from the fever, and, 
second, that it will be the haven for the 
distressed, even from the state that has 
piaced the ban upon it. 
Constitution, has firmly upheld the author- 
ities in their resolution, and is receiving on 
all sides the praise\that its patriotism de-

Mr. Jack Slaton, 
of Glenn, Slaton & Phillips, local represen- 
tatives of the firm, stated last night an 
effort would made to settle the case, 
but that if not, the constables would be in 
contempt of court and liable to severe 
punishment.

‘General C. A. Evans. commander of the 


forces of Georgia, has issued his first or- 
der in reference to the Coltvederate Vet- 
erang reunion, which will come-to Atlanta 
next Pear. 

A‘tention is called to the fact that it will 
be necessary for the camps to organize 
and tiat the survivors must get their or- 
gainigations in shape. 

The order was sent out yesterday morn- 
ing and will be important information tor 
ail eenfederates in the state. Following is 
the full order: 

“Headquarters Georgia Division United 
Conféderate Veterans, Atlania, Ga., Oc- 
tober i, 1897.—To Confederate Veterans of 
Georgia: The annual convention of ex- 
confederate soldiers and sailors to be held 
in Georgia, at Atlanta, 1898, will be made 
tne most interesting and ‘enthuslastic re- 
union that has yet been held. Assurabce 
is given that every effort will be put forth 
in Atinnta to make the occasion worthy of 
the brave men who served in the southern 
army aod navy. The information from all 
parts of the state shows-a genera! gratifl- 
cation that Georgia will have thts oppor- 
tunity of honoring the heroic veterans who 
resyvonded to the call of their states and 
ilpetrated the valor of southern men on 
numerous hard fought battlefields. 

“The first preparations for the. event 
having been energetically made since the 
close of the reunfion at Nashville, it is the 
desire of the commanding general of the 
(eorgia division that all camps within the 
stete should at once begin to make ar- 
rangements to attend the reunion in full 
foree. 

Comrianders will therefore call 
camps together not later than the first 
Tuesday ir next November to adopt such 
measures es will secure the attendance of 
the whole jody. Any !tnformation that may 
be desired will be furnished on application 
by mail to these headquarters. 

“2. Confederate soldters in every town 
end county where no camp has been form- 
ea are urged to meet at once and organize. 
the necessary papers will be furnished 
from these headquarters on application. 
There are now nearly ninety camps in the 
state, but it is desired that the number 
be increased to 150 camps, or at least one 
in every county. In the great parade there 
should be 5,000 Georgia veterans in line. 

“8. Sons of confederate soldiers are noti- 

fled that they will be relied on as the 
strong arm of the reunion. Their reverent 
regard for the memorable virtues of their 
fathers and mothers, amidst the trials of 
war, is observed with pride and it is due 
to them that they now share fully in an 
occasion which will exhibit the most sa- 
ered, passioniess and patriotic memories.

Children of Peter A. Hughes Make Legal 
Fight for City Property. 
CASE NOW PENDING IN COURT 


Their Father Left a Deed of Trust Un- 
der Which Claim Is Made. 


MISS PRATHER IS WOW IN POSSESSION 


Her Claim to the Property Is Based 
Upon Titles Which Came Down 
Through Several Years. 


The children of the late Peter A. Hughes 
are suing to recover some valuable prop- 
erty located at the corner of Courtland 
avenue and East Cain street, which they 
claim under the terms of a deed of trust 
Which was executed.by their father in 1858. 
The property is now claimed by Miss Eva 
Prather, who is in possession, and who 
claims the property under a long chain of 
titles which are said to have passed 
through various persons down to the pres- 
ent time. : 

The: case is brought by T. H. Hughes 
and others against Miss Eva Prather, and 
has been pending two days in the superior 
court. The entire day yesterday was con- 
sumed in the hearing of evidence and the 
discussion of various intricate law. points 
evolving from the issue. At 2 o’clock Judge 
Lumpkin -announced that the case would 
be resumed this morning, and will doubt- 
less be completed by noon today. During 
the trial of the case yesterday the fate of 
the plaintiffs and defendant alike was in 
the balance,, the advantage being on one 
side and then on the other, a number of 
motions to nonsult and dismiss being made 
by both sides. 

The story of the case as cited by attor- 
neys from both sides is that In 41858 Mr. 
Peter A. Hughes, who owned the: property 
now in dispute, executed a deed of trust 
to the corner property, naming Dr, Hayden 
Coe as trustee. The terms of this deed was 
that Mrs. Peter Hughes should hold the 
property for life, and at her death it was 
to become the property of his children, 
born and unborn. Dr. Coe died in April, 
1862; Peter A. Hughes died in February, 
1892, and Mrs. Hughes, who was to hold 
only a life interest in the property under 
the trust deed, died in April, 18%. At the 
death of Mrs. Hughes, the following chil- 
dren were living: T. H. Hughes, Emma 
M. Jackson and Mrs. Fannie C. H. Wilson. 
When Mrs. Hughes died her children did 
not kno of the existence of the trust 
deed, and but for an accident it is hardly 
probable they would have discovered the 
facts. A loan was being negotiated for the 
property on the corner, and in looking over 
the records the trust deed which has figur- 
ed so extensively in the case was found. 
The attorney who made the discovery re- 
ported the fact to the real estate agent, 
who happened to be the husband of one of 
the Hughes heirs. The coincidence, which 
is unusually strange, ied to the legal fight 
that is now pending. The’ issue as it now 
appears is to be found and decided by the 
jury. The plaintiffs claim the property as 
the heirs of the late Peter A. Hughes under 
the trust deed, and the defendant claims 
the property through the deeds which have 
come down to her. 
The’ plaintiffs are represented by Messrs. 
Goodwin, Westmoreland & Haliman and 
Hamilton Douglas, who is leading counsel. 
The defendant is represented vy N. J. & 
T. A. Hammond. There are two other 
cases of a similar nature which have been 
brought by: the same plaintiffs, and the

COLUMBUS “IS KICKING HARD 


Says Free Use of Water by Atlanta 
Makes Chattahoochee Low. 
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MEMBERS OF THE BOARD DEXY THIS CLAIM : 


Say River Is Low Here, Too, and Use 
of Water Has No Effect Because 
Most of It Goes Back.

From what the water authorities of At- 
lanta say, it would appear that the claim 
of Columbus that the free use of water 
by Atlanta has daused the Chattahoochee 
river to be lower at Columbus than it 
has been in several years is not reasona- 
ble. 

It seems that the fact bat the river is 
low in Columbus is attributed to the free 
use of water by Atlanta, the people there 
Claiming that Atlanta uses about 12,000,000 
gallons of water per day, and this at a 
time when the river is unusually low causes 
the water to be injuriously low. 

Superintendent Woodward, when asked 
about the matter yesterday, stated that 
it was not just to blame Atlanta for the 
low water and that an investigation of 
the matter would show that the water we 
use does not make any perceptible charge 
in the river. 

“The water,’ said Colonel Woodward, “is 
Jow here just as it is all along the river. 
The fact that we use a large quantity of 
water could not have any effect om Co- 
lumbus, because we are s0 situated that 
the greater quantity of the water we use 
runs back into the river.’’ 

Judge George Hillyer, president of the 
water board. when asked if the use of 
water here could affect the condition of the 
river at Columbus, said that under the ex- 
isting circumstances it could not. He stat- 
ed, as did Mr. Woodward, that the greater 
quantity of the water ran back to the river 
after serving Atlanta. 

“Our sewers are arranged,’ he said, “sd 
that the water after passing through them 
finds its way back into the river.’’ He 
says the water here is low, and attributes 
the lowness of it both here and at Colum- 
bus to the continued dry weather we 
have experienced. 

City Engineer Clayton also attributes the 
lowness of the river to the dry weather 
and holds that the use of water by Atlanta 
makes no change in the river at Columbus. 
He cites the fact that the water returns 
to the river, amd that the greater quantity 
of it used by Atlanta is only borrowed 
for a short while and diverted back into 
its original course. 

From this it would appear that the 
wrath of Columbus could more justly be 
turned on the weather man than on At- 
lanta, because, as a matter of fact, ac- 
cording to the views of those m a position 
to know, it is really the weather and not 
Atlanta that is to blame. 

It seems from publications in Columbus 
that there has been some talk of taking 
the matter to the courts and preventing 
Atianta from using so much water. This 
could, of course, be done, but Judge Hill- 
ver is of the opinion that if the matter 
will be investigated by Columbus it will 
be found that Atlanta is being dome an

course under the Instructor of the New 
York fire department. 

The very latest apparatus used in life 
saving has oeen obtained by Chief Juyner 
and with this the fire department. is 
equipped. It is the intention of Chief 
Joyner to make every man in the depart- 
ment thoroughly proficient in this work, 
and each of them Will be trained under A.s- 
sistant Chief Cummings. Hereafter every 
new man placed on the fire department wil} 
take the course before he is given regu- 
lar work. 

Some time ago a house was erected in 
the rear of engine house No. 1 and in this 
the men will practice. The house is three 
stories in height and was erected for the 
purpose of practice. 

Among the apparatus with which the de- 
partment is now equipped are huge life 
belts to be worn by the firemen. Attacned 
to this belt is a hatchet and other articles 
useful in making one’s way into a burning 
building. To the front of the belt is at- 
tached a large ring snap. with which the 
wearer can fasten himself to a ladder and 
have the free use of both arms. This snap 
is also used in descending a. rope. The 
rope is fastened in the burning building, 
and with a dexterous movement on the 
part of the fireman the rope is wrapped 
about the snap in such a manmer that it 
will allow him to slide to the ground 
without any effort whatever on his part 
and without having to hold the rope tight. 
In this manner it is possible for a tire- 
man to bring a suffocated person from a 
high window withput the necessity of a 
ladder and without exerting himself to any 


great extont. 


One of the most important features of 


the new apparatus are the Pompier ladders, 


which are the first ever seen in Atlanta. 


They can bé used on the very tallest buijld- 
ing, and with them a fireman can climb to 
the very top of a tall structure. 


To look at they seem very frail and do 
not appear to be strong enough to bear 
the weight of one man, but ‘their appear- 
ance is deceptive. The ladder is cme 
straight piece of iron and wood with cross 
pieces projecting on either side. At the tip 
end is a piece of iron which projects out 
feet and is in the shape of a 
long hook. This is thrust through a win- 
dow and supports the ladder while the fire 
laddie climbs to his heart’s content. 
Reaching the window he lifts the ladder 
and places the end im the window above 
and continues his climb. In this way he 
can ascend the tallest building in Atlanta 
and use only one ladder and exert himself 
very little. SE. 

Another important part of the e juipment 


is a Wilson automatic life saver. This ma- | 


chipe will be of great value in lowering 
people from .burning buildings, and it can 
be operated without any one having a 
hand on the rope. 

The machine {s shaped something like a 
pulley and is about that size. A stout rope

See Federal Officials. 


GOVERNMENT WILL PROSECUTE 


Two|Men Are Named by the Negro 
‘Postmaster. 


HE SAYS THAT THEY DID THE SHOOTING 


Loftin, Angier and Johnson Held a 
Long Conference Yesterday—Will 
Proceed at Once. 


OGANSVILLE, the 
pretty little Troup 
county town, will 
soon be the scene of 
some exceedingly 
lively developments 
in the Loftin shoot- 
ing case. Loftin, the 
negro postmaster 
who was shot down 
by the political ene- 
mies he happened to 
have in that town, was in Atlanta yester- 
day to confer with the United States offi- 
cilals in the city regarding the prosecution 
of the case. He called on both United 
states District Attorney Angier and United 
states Marshal Johnson. 

After a long conference with the two 
federal officials, Loftin left. After the con- 
erence ‘Marshal Johnson sent for a confi- 
sential stenographer of Colonel Angier’s 
dfice, and for two hours was closely clos- 
ted with the clerk, dictating letters of 
he extremest privacy regarding the Loftin 
fair. Marshal Johnson was still busy at 
Beht and could not be seen. 

Loftin came here to state the affair to 
tke officials. He told all who questioned 
hn that he came here on private business 
nt relating to the Hogansville shooting. 

“his secrecy on his part was the result of 
a etter which was written io him by Dis- 
tmt Attorney Angier several days ago. 
Mi Angier then advised the postmaster to 
k@o mum on the subject of Hogansville 
posoffice affairs, and to come to Atlanta 
amdiscuss the matter with him and Colo- 
nelJohnson. 

Mr. Angier Kas a Laugh. 

M: Angier laughed in ridicule at the sug- 
gestn that Loftin was in Atlanta about 
the Togansville shooting. He at first stated 
thathe knew nothing of Loftin’s visit, but 
hadAeard that the negro postmaster was 
in ¥wn. He then said that he had seen 
a2 mero man with his arm in a sling and 
finay he admitted that he had talked with 
Lofin. He*said they had discussed crops, 
busbess and general conditions of the 
coumry, but denied at first thet they had 
disessed the Hogansville affair. It was 
plaii that Colorel Angier was trying to 
con@al the real purpose of Loftin’s call. 

“Iaftin came here to do some shopping, 
I suppose,’’ said the district attorney. He 
evadd all questions regarding the action 
thatis to be taken by: the government, 
and panifested ignorance when asked the 
namé of the two men who are to be ar- 
restet 

Sid He Knew His Assailants. 

Loffin told the officials that he was pos- 
itive of the identity of two of the men 
who wvaylaid him. He gave their names 
and mid that there was no doubt that 
they vere the guilty men. He expressed 
some foubt of the ability of the govern- 
ment ® secure enough evidence to convict 
the tW men, although he himself claimed 
he knw they were guilty. Loftin is slightly 
incliné to favor the abandonment of the 
prosecition. Since the shooting the citizens 
have ken compelled to patronize his office 
and héis afraid that a prosecution might 
only sve to embitter the people against 
him ani make matters worse. 

The government officials are not disposed 
to regan the affair in that light. They have 
been instructed from Washington to leave 
no stone unturned to secure the punishment 
of the men who shot an appointee of the 
president. 

‘ What Mr. Angier Said. 

Disttigt ‘Attorney Ang‘er in a _ recent 
signed fmterview printed simultaneously in 
The Constitution and The New York Her- 
aid, intimated what the government is to do 
in the Case. He said that the government 
was to@big to be run by any set of men 
and thatthe assailants of Loftin’would be 
summa Punished. He said more then 
than he tended to say and since that time 
he has eideavored to leave the impression 
that the Hogansville matter had been drop- 
ped. He had a reporter on an afternoon pa- 
per to Publish a story to the effect that 
certain péPties at Hogansville would not be 
prosecuted, , 

Now While everything was moving so 
smoothly and so serenely Loftin is sum- 
moned het to lay out a plan of campaign. 

Loftin talked to a number of friends 
about theghooting. He complains that the 
people have some way of mailing their let- 
ters on the train and that he gets very 
few to mail. He denies that he has any 
enemies exept the men who tried to pre- 
vent his @ppointment as postmaster. He 
ridicules the ‘dea that the men who shot 

_him were %groes whom he had prosecuted 
for killing tis brogher. Loftin says that the 
feeling against him is still unchanged.

A QUEER SORT OF: MANIA 


Neither Prison Bars Nor Asylum Walls 
Can Cure Him. 


COVETOUSNESS IS HIS RULING PASSION 


His Last Act Was To Swap Coats—Just 
from the Lunatic Asylum—Now 
in County Jail Once More. 


VERY remarkable 
character has devel- 
oped in the criminal 
annals of Fulton 
county. He is of the 
order of kleptomani- 
acs, but differs from 
these queer freaks 
of dishonesty in 
that he pilfers. 
knowing that it is 
wrong, and _ steals 


just for the love of getting that which is 
mot his own. It is an abnorma! state of 
covetousness, a depraved and degenerate 
application of the “mine and thine” theory 
of human existerce. 

The man is Tom Green, and he has a 
strange history in which chaingangs, police 
officers, detectives and insane asylums are 
intermixed in'a medley which woyld do 
full justice to a plot for a wild west £0 cent 
novel. 

Tom is now about twenty-six years of 
age and he has spent the most of his man- 
hood years behind prison bars or in the 
chaingangs. This is not a remarkable rec- 
ord, per se, as the lawyers say, but when 
it is taken together with the man’s capacity 
for work and his willingness and readiness 
to earn an honest living it shows that he 
Is a natural curiosity among the moral de- 
formities in criminal life. 

When a mere boy Tom began to steal, or 
ratrer ‘“‘take”’ things which did not belong 
to him. 

Finally his stealing brought him into the 
courts of justice and he was arrested and 
convicted. Superintendent Donaldson be- 
came sorry for the fellow and stated to the 
authorities that he believed the boy's mind 
was diseased and that, perhaps, medical 
treatment might work his reform. 

On September 11, 1896, Green was tried be- 
fore the ordinary on a writ of lunacy and 
the jury adjudged him insane. It was shown 
that he was always stealing and that the 
desire to take what did not belong to him 
had became really a disease of-the mind. 

Green was sent to the asylum at Milledge- 
ville and he remained there until last July. 
When he returned to Atlanta he secured 
work, laying belgian blocks on the streets, 
and made $8 or $9 a week. He bought good 
clothes and appeared to have entirely re- 
covered from his old desire to take what 
did not belong to him. 

Wednesday morning last he wen to 
Grant park. He had a day's holiday and 
thought a few hours in the park would 
do him good. At the park he visited the 
zoo, where he was seen by Bicycle Officer 
McCurdy and Superintendent Austin. When 
passing out of the zoo Green glanced into 
a small room where the workmen at the 
park keep their tools and he saw a black 
corit hanging upon a nail. 

The Old Temptation Comes. 

He looked around and finding that no one 
was near to see him, he slipped into the 
room and in a few minutes he had swapped 
his light*coat for the black one which his 
heart coveted. 

The owner of the black coat, Wylie 
Brooklin, a negro workman. went to the 
room to get his knife out of hig coat pock- 
et. He knew that the days of fairies and 
hobgobblins who could turn people into rats 
had passed away. and he was dumfounded 
when he,saw the light coat hanging on the 
nail. The “presto, change’ business was 
reported to the bicycle officer and he soon 
had Tom Green in custody. The negro at 
once identified the coat which Green was 
wearing. 

Yesterday afternoon in the police court 
the whole stery of the swap of coats and, 
indeed, the whole of Tom Green's strange 
life, came oué and entertained the recorder 
and his cosmopolitan audience no little. 


"The Queer Defense He Made. 


Green’s defense was as queer as his act 


/ Of stealing. He at first contended that he 


had mot been to the park at all. and then 
stated that the black coat which he was 
then wearing was his own property. 

The recorder asked the negro how he 
knew the black coat was his and Brooklin 
said there were two rents in the lining, 
naming the exact places where they could 
be found. Green was made to take the 
coat off and the rents were found just as 
the negre stated. 

“They have a very clear case against 
you,” said the recorder to Green. “and I 
will have to bind you over to the c‘ty court 
in a $100 bond.” The bond could not be made 
and the officers were instructed to send the 
prisoner to the county jail. 

While Green was waiting in the city 
pr‘son his old mother, who lHves at No. 13 
Fowler street, called upon him. 

What Tom’s Mother Says. 

“He is my boy,”’ she said, “and whatever 
his faults may have been, he has always 
been a good son to me. He could not help 
it. It was a sin which he could not control. 
Since he came back from the asylum he 
has tried to do right and has made a good 
living. He had no reason to take that ne- 
gro'’s coat, for I can show you a trunk full 
of good clothes at home which belong to 
him.’’ 

“I know I am doing wrong when I take 
things which do not belong to me,."’ Green 
said to The Constitution reporter, “and I 
am aware that I have no use for the things 
I steal. But I just can’t help it. When I 
See something in reach and there is no 
danger of detection I can no more resist 
the temptation of taking it than the drunk- 
ard can drinking whisky when it is offered 
to him. To show you that I don’t mean to 
steal, I often give back what I have taken. 
Now I did not want that negro’s coat, for 
the one I left in its place was the better 
coat of the two. It wz.s just that old desire 
to steal which was born in me and I reckon 
it will stay with me until I die.”

An Inspector at Work Looking for a 


Reason. 

Savannah, Ga., September 30.—(Special.)— 
It developed today that efforts are being 
made to get at- Postmaster George Ss. 
Haines’s official scalp. Just what founda- 
tion the department has for making an in- 
vestigation is not known, but a day or two 
ago W. 8. McGinnis, a special agent of the 
postoffice department, came here and 
registered at the Pulaski house. 

That night he had fifteen or twenty wit- 
nesses up in his room, most of them either 
present or former employees of the Savan- 
nah postoffice. It has been stated freely 
that the department sent him here to look 
into Mr. Haines’s record as postmaster for 
the last three years, during which time 
he has held the office. Inquiries among 
the witnesses who appeared elicited noth- 
ing in the way of the information that was 
sought from them. Every one of them was 
afraid his own head would go in the 
basket, and a strict silence was observed. 

The special agent was also seen in com- 
pany with one or two of the well-known 
local republican politicians, and the re- 
ports connect this fact and others with 
the belief that an effort is being made to 
oust the postmaster for political purposes. 
The politicians mentioned were seen, Dut 
they deny having anything to do with the 
matter. It has been intimated for some 
time that the administration would like 
to take hold of the Savannah offices and 


distribute them. 


BRUNSWICK’S SHIPPING RECORD. 


Large Increase in All Lines Over Cor- 
responding Month of Last Year. 


Bru iswick, Ga., September 30.—Special.)— ‘ 


Brunswick's board of trade statistician, O. 
Johannensen, tonight cpmpleted Bruns- 
wick’s shippirg record for September, show- 
ing the greatest ever known for a similar 
month. The total value was in round num- 
bers $1,500,000, an increase of over $200,009 
over last year’s foreign exports. The cotton 
exports are 7,000 bales over last year's. Ves- 
sel’s arrived increase of ten, with tonnage 
increase of 11,000, and like increase in im- 
ports and other items of shipping. 

Four tramps and two American steam- 
stips are now in port loading, with numer- 
ous sailing vessels. The American schooner 
Frank A. Palmer, the largest in the world, 
sailed the entire. distance from Boston 
to her Brunswick dock in six days, arriv- 
ing today. She is 1,82 tons, larger than the 
two steamships now in port, and will carry 
33.000 crossties, over 1,500,000 feet. 

All the crew of the recently wrecked 
schooner Minnie A. Bonsall, are in distress 
here. They lost all their clothes when the 
vessel was abandoned, and are in bad 
shape. There was no insurance gn the ves- 
sel and the men have no way of getting the 
money due them.

There are all kinds of fiilm-flam games 
worked by sharpers on the uns@specting, 
but one of the meanest came to light last 
night when Patrolman Doyal arrested two 
well-dressed white men and carried them 
to the police barracks.

Frazier came to Atlanta from Cleveland, 
O., about two weeks ago and has been sell- 
ing a patent medicine, which was labelled 
“Wrazier’s Sarsaparilla,” and the claims 
made for it were.extravagant and stupen- 
It was warranted to cure most any- 
thing. He went from house to house sell- 
ing his nostrum for ) cents.a bottle, which 
was a great reduction and a bargain in 
health restoratives, for the regular price, 
so he stated, was $1 a bottle. 

Last night Frazier called at the house of 
Henrietta: Brown, a negro woman who 
lives at No. 60 Gilmer street, and tried to 
sell her a bottle of his cure-all. The wo- 
man had no use for the medicine, as she 
was well supplied with “No. 6” and had 
her usual amount of camphor and whisky 
on hand. ‘ 

“Dr.” Frazier wanted some money, and 
seeing no possible chance to raise it by 
bartering his nostrum, he restorted to an- 
other and very simple method. He took 
from his pocket what he said was a dollar 
bill and asked the woman if she could give 
him change for it. Henrietta had _ the 
change and was accommodating. She 
handed him two silver halves, which he 
slipped into his vest pocket with a polite 
“thank you,” and then hande@ her the 
“bill” he had in his hand. It was dark 
and the woman could not see what he had 
given her until she carried the bill to the 
light. Then she ascertained that Frazier 
had given her an old piece of paper, a sec- 
tion of a wrapper for one of his medicine 
bottles. 

The woman ran for a police officer and 
Patrolman Doyal found Frazier in a sa- 
loon on Decatur street with C. H. Sparks, 
both sitting at a table enjoying a glass of 
foaming, ice cold beer. 

The woman had followed Frazier from 
her house to the saloon. Sparks said he 
knew nothing about the transaction be- 


, tween Frazier and the woman. Frazier was 


an acquaintance and he had met with him 
accidentally. 

“I went to that colored lady’s house,” 
said ‘“‘Dr.’’ Frazier, ‘‘and I asked her to 
buy a bottle of my medicine. She refused 
and I took supper with her and gave her 
a two-dollar bill in payment. She gave me

The Southern railway began sending emp- 
ties into Alabama yesterday after coal end 
iron, and by tonight will have 3” more 
cara in the Birmingham district than were 
there on Tuesday. . 

Western roads keep calling for the 
prompt return of theit box cars in order 
to keep grain moving. . \t the sam? time 
the western lines are holding all the for- 
eign cars they get their hands on. 

The Southern railway has 

cars on its 0,000 miles, an average of five 
cars te the mile. The company owns 20,000 
cars of its own and leases a great many 
from the Southern Lron Car Line and other 
equipment companies. There may be 7,500 
foreign cars on the system now and that 
number of its own cars on foreign lines. 
All through the fall and winter the roads 
in the south are short of cars, but in the 
spring and summer they usually have a 
good many idle cars on hand. The incréase 
in the volume of busines® was so. much 
greater than was expected this fall that 
the roads did not make full preparations.

ATLANTA TO Su aree. 


Ex-Senator Brice ‘Has a ‘Plan To Make 
a Through Line. 

Ex-Senator Calvin Brice, of Ohlo, 
New York. is credited with being at work 
on a plan to establish a line between At- 
lanta and Duluth, Minn. 

Mr. Brice has extensive raltlroad inier- 
ests in Ohio and Michigan. At one time he 
was a leading spirit in the old East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia and he is 
generally credited with being a large hold- 
er of Southern rallway securities now. 
However that may be, he is building ex- 
tensions and negotiating for lines already 
built in order to connect up between Cin- 
cinnati and Duluth with one arm of his 
system touching Detroit. 

A movement fs on foot on the question of 
selling the Cincinnat! Southern railway. 
Last year’s election was very close and 
it is said that if another were taken the 
citizens would authorize the sale of the 
road. Mr. Brice is said to be interested in 
getting the ro t up for sale. His idea 
is to buy it and thus reach Chattanooga. 
There he would have a friendly connection 
in the Southern railway for Atlanta and 
Brunswick. It is presumed that the South- 
ern railway would be a bidder for the Cin- 
cinnati Southern, and there would be no 
antagonism between Mr. Brice and Mr. 
Morgan.

Mr. Mur- 
ray’s attitude is surprising, as he wae sup- 
posed to represent Mr. Morgans interests, 
and it may be that he does represent them, 
although this is denied. 

Mr. Morgan and President Spencer, of the 
Southern railway, have been watching the 
Baltimore and Ohio's affairs closely. Mr. 
Morgan obtained judgment not long ago 
against some of the system's western lines 
and unless the back interest is paid up 
he will be apt to foreclose on the main line. 

President E. R. Bacon, of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Southwestern, has been mixing 
up in the fight and report has it that he 
will lose his job on November Ist. Receiver 
Oscar Murray is booked to succeed him. 
According to rumors, Mr. Murray is not ac- 
ceptable to Mr. Morgan. It may be that 
Mr. Murray is trying to work out a reor- 
ganization scheme independent of the house 
of Morgan.
